behalf. You must be a registered voter in your town to 
vote on the articles but all can attend. It is democracy at 
its basic form. 

Each year prior to Town Meeting, the town mails 
to each household a copy of "the warrant'' containing 
the specific articles, proposed by our elected officials or 
several citizens, that residents will be voting on. At Town 
Meeting citizens have an opportunity to hear the rationale 
for an article from its sponsors, to ask questions and, most 
importantly, to vote on the article. 

It is our civic responsibility to take part in our 
local government and if we choose not to do so, we have 
little recourse to actions taken on our behalf by those who 
do participate. If you don't attend, your opinions are not 
heard. 

Following is a schedule of upcoming Town Meet- 
ings in the tri-towns: 

• Mattapoisett - Monday, May 12 and Tuesday, 
May 13 beginning at 7:00 pm each night in the ORR High 
School Auditorium. 

• Marion - Monday, May 19 and Tuesday, May 
20 beginning at 6:45 pm in the Sippican School Audito- 
rium. 

• Rochester - Monday, June 2 and Tuesday, June

Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

April 22,2008

A special meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men and Water /Sewer Commissioners was called to or- 
der on Tuesday, April 22 at 7:00 pm in the Marion Town 
House by Chairman Roger Blanchette. Also present were 
Selectman Jonathan Henry, Selectman Andrew Jeffrey, 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson, and Secretary Helene 
Craver. 

The main purpose of this meeting was to dis- 
cuss the recently-released evaluation report from Camp, 
Dresser and McKee (CDM) Inc. which the town commis- 
sioned on the capacity and available load and flows at its 
Wastewater Treatment Plant. 

The board met with Department of Public Works 
(DPW) Superintendent Rob Zora and CDM representative 
William C. McConnell to review and digest the report. 

'T think there's a lot of numbers (in the report), 
but I think at the end of the report there are some conclu- 
sions to start the discussion,'' Mr. McConnell said. 'These 
are the key findings." 

"I've read the report a couple of times ... and what

Fve gathered out of it is, yes, we have some sewer connec- 
tions available but we can't use them until we resolve the 
infiltration and inflow (I&I) problem,'' Chairman Blanch- 
ette said. 

"As of today there are the equivalent of 393 
household connections available which translates to about 
68,000 gallons per day," Mr. McConnell said. "The plant 
can handle it with a relatively small amount of modifica- 
tions to the control systems. Right now youVe been run- 
ning slightly higher than your daily permit (allowance) . . .

the major problem/' Selectman Jeffrey said. "I guess my 
question is: how much I&I do we have to get rid of, if you 
will, before we can really start adding more sewer connec- 
tions?'' 

"If you connect 272 (homes), you're going to 
reach the 68,000 gallon-per-day limit," Mr. McConnell 
said. "I don't think there's anything from stopping you 
from connecting (more sewer users) right now. But the in- 
filtration issue is one of concern because although it hasn't 
triggered any action from (the state) as of yet, it could." 

Selectman Jeffrey noted that the current Village 
Loop sewer expansion and repair project was designed to 
eliminate much of the town's I&I problems. 

"The measured infiltration coming into the 
system (through leaks) which are going to be repaired 
through the Village Loop project is about 61,000 gallons 
per day ... so it would almost make up for the 68,000 (ca- 
pacity)," Mr. McConnell agreed. "But that's not a concrete 
number. My my best guess estimate (for additional plant 
capacity) would be closer to 30,000 gallons per day — or 
about 120 connections." 

Chairman Blanchette said he has heard ongoing 
"rumors" that many residents have connected their sump 
pumps into the town's sewer system that has created 
much of the additional I&I problems for the town. 

"It's common knowledge that the sewer system 
in the village is an elaborate French drain," agreed Board 
of Health Chairman Albin Johnson. "That's where most of 
the I&I problem comes from." 

"We don't have many storm drains in town, and 
that's part of the problem," Selectman Henry added. "It's 
just a matter of physics — when we get a lot of rainfall, 
the water has to go somewhere." 

"I also think you're estimating a little high based 
on what I know," said Chairman Blanchette. "When peo-

pie are putting their sump pump water into those pipes, 
unless that's corrected we are going to be hitting our head 
against a tree. But I think (Selectman Henry's) right - we 
need to make changes to our stormwater system." 

Selectman Jeffrey said the board also needs to 
address the 121 so-called "grandfathered" sewer connec- 
tions which are a first priority when the town's longtime 
moratorium on new sewer connections is eventually 
lifted. 

"Those 121 connections are going to happen if 
we give any kind of leeway to additional (sewer) connec- 
tions," he said. 

As for the suggestion that the town needs to 
better monitor and clamp down on the rumored sump 
pumps tied into the sewer system, DPW Superintendent 
Rob Zora said it would have to come under the purview 
of the state Department of Environmental Protection 
(DEP). 

"There are laws and regulations governing storm- 
water management," Mr. Zora said. "And you get into 
legal areas when you try to go onto someone's private

"Even the Board of Health is very restricted as to 
being able to enter (private property) when there's a seri- 
ous health issue/' Mr. Johnson added. "Even then you just 
can't break the door down." 

"Tonight was sort of informational ... but I can see 
if we don't put a game plan together fairly quickly, this 
could go on for six months and we'll still be talking about 
it," Selectman Jeffrey said. "I think (Mr. Zora) and (Mr. 
McConnell) should meet and address these concerns. The 
purpose of this report was to see how many additional 
sewer connections are available. So now how do we tackle 
this?" 

"If we're going to look at drainage issues, I think 
we should do it now before we go further with the sewer 
system," Mr. Zora said. 

"If you went to DEP and say you want to increase 
your allowable discharge, they could easily say we like 
your report very much but do it quicker," Mr. McConnell 
said. "You might want to meet with them and discuss a 
timetable." 

"If you bring DEP in, they're going to pull up the 
record and note we've been exceeding (our limit)," Mr. 
Zora said. "We did the study for $60,000 and we're doing 
the Village Loop project, so they've left us alone. If we 
didn't do anything, we'd be hit with a consent order." 

Having been involved with town sewer issues for 
the past 12 years. Finance Committee (FinCom) member 
A. Lee Hayes noted that DPW Superintendent has contin- 
ually warned about the I&I problem. "(Mr. Zora has said 
fix the I&I ... but we took our eye off the ball somewhere 
along the line," he said. 

Former Selectman David Pierce suggested the 
board reform and reactivate the Sewer Subcommittee to 
assist in reviewing the CDM report and offer suggestions

As for the previously-mentioned "grandfathered'' 
connections. Board of Health Chairman Albin Johnson 
urged the board to keep some of the health-risk areas in 
town high on the priority list.

Dr. Teal, a resident of Rochester, has spent more 
than 50 years studying the unique salt water marshes of 
North America's eastern seaboard. He has served on Na- 
tional Academy of Science committees, editorial boards 
of scientific journals, written popular articles and books, 
and served on local committees. He has also served on 
the board of the Conservation Law Foundation of New 
England since 1978 and serves as an advisor to local land 
trusts. Life and Death of the Salt Marsh, published with Mil- 
dred Teal in 1969, followed 15 years of field research from 
Georgia to Nova Scotia. As stated in their introduction, 
this seminal work "is about the marshes of the East Coast 
of North America: how they were formed; why they con- 
tinue to exist; the interplay of plants and animals; and the

effect of that influential animal, man.'' 

Dr. Teal sent out early and consistent warnings 
about the negative effect human behavior was having 
upon the health of the salt marshes, the nurseries for the 
bounty of our coastal waters and offshore fisheries, and 
he continues to do so. In addition to research on coast 
wetland and ocean wildlife, he has worked on oil pol- 
lution, wastewater treatment, and restoration ecology. 
The outlook is not totally bleak as Dr. Teal is currently 
involved with constructed wetlands for wastewater 
treatment and with marsh restoration in fresh, brackish 
and salt wetlands. For the last six years, he has worked 
on a salt marsh restoration project in Delaware Bay that 
encompasses 32 square miles.

Building Code Change 

Effective January 1, 2008, the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Safety (DPS) and the Board of Building 
Regulations and Standards (BBRS) implemented regula- 
tions in the Massachusetts State Building Code which 
require that a Specialty Construction Supervisor License 
(CSL) be obtained for the following four construction 
fields: 

• Windows and Siding; 

• Demolition; 

• Roofing; and 

• Solid Fuel and Burning Appliance Installation. 
If you are presently a contractor (HIC) doing 

work in any of these fields, you may be qualified to obtain 
a license (CSL) without having to take and pass an exam 
(i.e. grandfathering). However, you will need to submit 
an application soon because after June 30, 2008, these 
licenses will take effect and any work done in these fields 
will require a CSL.

The Forbidden Kingdom, Starring Jackie Chan and Jet Li.

Fans of Jackie Chan and Jet Li have been waiting for years to 
see them together in a movie. Well, here it is, and it turns out to 
be pretty much a kiddie movie. Weep for the disgruntled fanboys. 
For kids, though. The Forbidden Kingdom is a fun gateway drug to 
such classics as Drunken Master and Once Upon a Time in China, once 
they're a little older. The movie concerns an American teenager 
named Jason (Michael Angarano) who worships at the altar of Hong 
Kong cinema. The movie that follows could be Jason's delirious 
wish-fulfillment dream: he gets to hang out with Jackie Chan and 
Jet Li and fight alongside them. What's odd is that Jason, who 
knows his Shaw Brothers from his Ronny Yu, never just stops and 
says ''Hey, you're Jackie Chan! And you're Jet Li — wait, didn't 
you say you were done with martial-arts movies?" 

Jason gets pulled into ancient China, where he must return a 
magic staff to its rightful owner — the Monkey King (Li), who has 
been encased in stone for 500 years. Helping Jason is an immortal 
(Chan) whose life-maintaining elixir happens to be booze, and a 
monk (Li again) who has made it his life's mission to restore the 
Monkey King to life. It may seem derivative, but that's because 
John Fusco's script is glancingly based on Wu Cheng'en's 16th- 
century classic Journey to the West, which has found its way into 
various films and TV shows over the decades, from a Shaw Broth- 
ers series to Dragon Ball. The movie is a grab bag of swipes from a 
lot of the videos on Jason's shelves, including The Bride with White 
Hair, echoed here by a character called Ni Chang the White-Haired 
Demoness (Li Bing Bing). 

Poetry is in short supply here. The great Woo-ping Yuen (also 
on board as an executive producer) contributes his usual lighter- 
than-air fight choreography; while still enjoyable, it's become a 
bit familiar by now, even a bit rote. The generously concussive 
duet between Chan and Li dazzles, but perhaps more because it's 




them — Ali vs. Foreman, King Kong vs. Godzilla — than because 
of anything they do. (I found myself more charmed by a shot of 
the two masters sharing a hearty laugh at the visiting white boy's 
expense.) This is fantasy, of course, so a lot of the wire work is 
soundly divorced from reality, even more so when CGI enters the 
picture — the villain of the piece, the Jade Warlord (Collin Chou), 
is able to zap opponents with his hands, and I found myself think- 
ing that this sort of thing was somehow more entertaining in the 
'70s, when the zaps were spindly bits of lightning scratched onto 
the celluloid. 

For all that. The Forbidden Kingdom is good low-calorie fun. 
Neither Chan nor Li takes the proceedings terribly seriously, and 
it's nice to see the usually dour Li cracking a smile or, as the Monkey 
King, leaping about cackling. The movie often has the charisma 
of a project undertaken by its leads because they wanted to make 
something their kids could see (though Chan has been in his share 
of family-friendly swill in recent years). Michael Angarano, who 
was almost the young Anakin Sky walker in The Phantom Menace, 
is unnecessary but not too annoying; Jason gets humbled for 
most of his screen time an3rway, though the modern-day framing 
sequence, with Jason threatened by a gang of Southie punks and 
Chan in froggy old-man latex as a Chinatown shop owner, feels 
drab and mundane. (You might wonder why Jason wants to go 
back home.) This may not be the Chan-Li movie everyone was 
salivating for, but it's a good diversion — neither as great nor as 
bad as it could've been.
